BAYAKD TAYLOR. 


Bayard Taylor is certainly one of tho most 


industrious of men, nud ono of tho most 
versatile. Ho hns won great distinction ns 
a traveller who has eyes to see, intelligence 
to comprehend, aud the honesty to tell truly 
what ho observes. He has gnined no small 
fame RS a writer of stories, especially of 
Quaker lifo nnd character. His translation 
of Goethe's "Fnust" is conceded to boa 
mastor-pieco of scholarly nnd literary skill, 
worthy to rank with Longfellow's "Dante" 
and Bryant's "Homer." 


During tho Inst two years he has been col- 


lecting with great care mnterinls for n "Lifo 
of Goethe," which ho intends to bo much 
fuller nnd moro satisfactory than niiy of tho 
numerous biographies yet written of him; 
nnd undoubtedly ho will succeed, for he pos- 
sesses German patience to toil and study, 
and an intelligent appreciation of tho sever- 
nl sides of the many-sided Gootho. Not n 
few will claim for Mr. Taylor higher rnnk ns 
poet than ns traveller or novelist. Leaving 
out of tho account all the poetry ho wrote 
before "Tho Masque of tho Gods," this and 
"Lars" entitle him*to a noblo rank among 
modern poets.
